Response to Amendment

21-30 are pending.

1. Claims 21-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not show, singly or in combination, the combination of elements recited in 
claims 26 and 21 including advancing a broach into a medullary canal of a humerus; 
securing a guide assembly to the broach and guiding a cutting tool with the guide 
assembly so as to resect a greater tubercle of the humerus while the guide assembly is 
secured to the broach and the broach is located within the medullary canal of the 
humerus.
